Ho, Major General Leonard Wood, who ! 
was recently detached from the com-i 
mnnd of the department of the east 
j 
to assu me the more Important du ties j 
of chief of staff of the army, reviews ( 
the work of the department of the 
east du ring the period It was u nder 
his command. 
The report shows that 
shoes were very mu ch ou the gen­ 
eral's mind. 
“Shoes,” he says, “is a su bject which 
demands seriou s mu l constant atten­ 
tion.” 
He was so mu ch Impressed by 
tbe importance of it that he recom­ 
mended tbe issu ance of general in­ 
stru ctions whereby the fitting of shoes j 
to the feet of soldiers shou ld be su per­ 
vised by officers, hu t Ju st where these 
were to receive their instru ctions the 
report does not say. 
Offico rs Ar© Bl am ed. 
, The general finds tlmt “officers give 
this m atter too little attention. 
F re­ 
qu ently they give It no attention, and 
the resu lt Is a very seriou s loss of ef­ 
ficiency from sore feet and misshapen 
foot, resu lting only too often directly 
from failu res to properly su pervise the 
fitting of shoes. 
A mu ch closer and 
detailed su pervision over tbe fit of ou r 
soldiers’ shoes Is imperatively neces- 
sa ry.” 
Reverting once more to shoes, the re 
port says that “there is a very consid 
erable excess a t almost every post of 
black and tan shoes of the old pattern 
as well as of marching shoos of the 
first issu e (heavy pattern). 
If Is ex­ 
tremely difficu lt to force the Issu e of 
these now that the stock is becoming 
redu ced to the extreme sizes. 
Some 
means of getting rid of this stock 
shou ld l>e devised, 
it Is believed that 
steps shou ld be tykon to place all this 
class of shoes In the bands of some 
experienced salesman who cou ld dis­ 
pose of them on a slight commission at 
a slight loss, if any, to the govern­ 
ment.” 


M ore In fa n try W anted. 
Abandoning the su bject for a nu > 
mcnt, the general says that at least 
twenty additional regiments of infan 
try are u rgently needed. 
He explains 
this need by asserting that “the calls 
u pon the infantry are already severe 
and will increase rapidly in tin* Im­ 
mediate fu tu re Incident to the garri­ 
soning of the Hawaiian Islands and 
the Isthmu s of Panama.” 
Re-enters the matter of shoes. 
“Ou r 
troops,” the general continu es, “do not 
march as they shou ld. 
This Is du e al 
most wholly to the lack of interest in 
this featu re of Infantry training on 
the part of officers, especially com 
mau d ing officers. 
In tills connection 
company commanders mu st give more 
attention to the feet of their men and 
see to It that their shoes fit and that
